Tile shocks, while not violent, were particularly d i s t u r b ­ 
ing to Escanaba residents who bad not yet retired at that 
hour. Miss Evelyn Burgo, telephone operator, reported that 
the tremors were sufficient to cause her to momentarily lose 
her balance on the high perched chair in front of the ex­ 
change board. 
Numerous other Escanaba residents telephoned the Daily 
Press office to report that they felt the earth movement. 
It was not determined early this morning whether any 
appreciable damage was caused here by the tremors.

the general recovery of business, Michi­ 
gan's sales tax is bringing an increasing 
am ount of revenue, which is contributing 
much to the solution of the educational 
financing problem.

Safety Campaign Broad­ 
ened to Reach Every 
Community 


That 
Michigan’s 
staggering 
death rate from motor car acci­ 
dents can he drastically curbed lf 
the job Is Intensively undertaken 
is proved by Detroit's experience 
of the past week. 
Reduction of deaths in the me­ 
tropolitan area In 
seven 
days 
from 12 the previous week-end to 
none from last Friday midn ight 
to Sunday midnight was followed 
today by an 
announcement 
by 
Henry T. Ewald, publicity direc­ 
tor of the State of Michigan Safe­ 
ty Campaign, that the education­ 
al campaign against reckless driv­ 
ing would be immediately broad­ 
ened to reach every community In 
Michigan. 
Detroit, aghast over 12 deaths 
the week-end of October 
19-21 
which brought the traffic toll in 
the city to 246 killed for the year 
thus far, drew on all its combative 
weapons in the seven days that 
followed. 
Metropolitan 
newspapers, 
the 
police and various civic agencies 
threw their weight into the ca m ­ 
paign. 
The 
Detroit 
Times printed a 
“ Safe Driving Pledge’’ and 100,- 
000 motorists sigma! it, pledging 
themselves to drive 
moderately 
and obey all traffic ordinances. 
The Detroit News, supporting 
the safety drive by strong editor­ 
ials and in its news columns, join­ 
ed with the Board of County Au­ 
ditors in offering a $500 reward 
for the arrest ami conviction of a 
hit-and-run driver. 
The Detroit Free Press, en thus­ 
iastically supporting tile campaign 
iu editorials, threw additional il­ 
lumination on the Michigan situa­ 
tion by printing special dispatches 
showing how Milwaukee, Boston 
and other cities were coping with 
their traffic conditions.
